BACKGROUND - 


Currently. newspapers ere received only from Moscow, Leningrad, and toe 
capitel cities of the 16 republics. No papers are received from the 
Eestern USSR. An unknow: number of sclentific and industrial journels 
are not made available eal the present time. For those pericdicals 
currently received there are severe restrictions placed by the Soviet 
govermsent on the number of copies made available. Whereas most US 
periodicals are aveiieble to the Soviet government in one way or sncther.

At the present time the only Soviet government publications being 
received ere thoes perlodicais issued ty the various sinietries and 
some monographs of a polltical/propagenda nature. We suspect thet 
there are many more probably with eo limited dissemineiton but of « 
character that would be normally available in the US through the GPO. 
The Soviet government now procures many US goverument. publications 
through GPO.

STATEMENT OF PROBLEM: 
To achieve greater availability of booke to the US government. 
RECOMMERDATICN : 


Propose that the Soviets make available thelr bibliographical literature, 
advance notices of books being puilished and some procedure by which our 
representatives in Moscow may be essured of obtaining copies. 


BACKGROUND : 


Soviet bibliographical literature has not been readily available. Yhere 
has been no official way of baving mivance notice of booka about to be 
published. The Publications Procurement Officer in Moscow has found 
supplies of many books {ellegedly, at least) exhausted when attempting 
purchase ai. bookstores. While there has been some increase in the past 
year of avullable monographs of intelligence interest, in the pasi, 
categcries offered for euchenge have been limited and exchenge agreements 
beve Bot been lived up to. Whereas in the US virtually any book is 
readily obteinsble ty the Soviet government either directly from the 
publigner or from the Library of Congress. 


POSSIBLE COURSES CF ACTION: 


Es rrange freer exchange orogram vetween the Lenin Library and the 
ik brary af Congress. 
2. Arcaage for freer access of UG representatives io the Lenin Library. 


3- Seek estwolishment of a central point in Moscow to which US repre- 
sentatives could go witu reasoneble aemureance of obtaining copies of 
bookg. 
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
